Tbe Blftl'lee of a wealihy town enlahlluhment «#honlU be eailly cou* 
trolled. Illf readily douc If palerl»iinllla« ondereianda the maoacv- 
mcDt. The nrst elep to be taken In ornaiilzlng a elud —mv of fonr 
hon-e«. two for dranirbl, and two for aaddle-U to uccure a alable as near 
the owner‘8 residence as poseihle. l-'or four horeca It la lu'at to b^avo a 
flvo-elall Btable; each of the eliille belntral leaal six feet l^o width, and 
one ol the parlUlonB between llu-m helng movable, ao that in case of 
BicknesB or lamcueBS t\\o t'lallf may be readily eonvcrled—wUhoot the 
aid of the carpentor-lulo a roomy, loose box. All ornHincnl and ^ni- 
crackerv oueht to be carefullv eschewed; but the etable enonld be lofiy 
and weti veiiiHated, well drafued, and well lighted. It cannot be kept 
too neat and too aweer. The-mougere, drlnklng lwngh*, and har-racka 
Bbuuld be of Iron, ibc Um>« of the racka beliii: no higher than tba mau- 
irers The wall In front of the boraea. ngHlnst which they breathe, 
should be coated with ibiit ••late, nnd washed dally. Ibewln-lowB 
ehould be flf.ed With strong sliding louvre biluds, and all the luternal 
woodwork sluotldi he cetofulW acraped, and stained with boiled oil, 
which It* cheaper -and IcmUs btftfi-r than paint. Hot and cold waUT 
should be laid on wUlii^ the eiable; umMn the center there shonld be 
a powerful cas-bumer. proVoet' il by a wire lantern, to which a flexible 
tube may be ntuchud for AlupBtng. The men's aimrtments should be 
contlcnoue tolhe atuUle. tile nihre comfortable they are, the more ad- 
vanluVous both for master and raeh They should also be lighted with 
CUB A well-fitted and thoroughly drv saddle and harucsBroom or closet 
should be provided, in order that thesoddbTy and UarnesH when cleaned 
may be put carefullv away till uuhIu wauled. In no case cbonld lho«ii 
nicies W allowed to remain uncovered in the sluble or the coach- 
»?iise. Both In the stable and l» the eimch-house ther** ongbi l*» bj 
cupboard# for the bru-bes. lealheis, brootHK. baskets, and other Hems 
which are in constant use. 

The hayloft, lit towns, la gcncrallv over the stable; aitd a# town 
stablea are seldom very spacious, It Is best that the coru bln ahould be 

therolou. and should commiinlcBlc with the stable helow by a wooden 

shaft Where there is not sufllcieut space to allow o( a large supply of 
provender being couventuUlly stored, It Is most advHiila.:e*)Us. both 
for man and beast,that each week’s provlalons should be seiil tu weekly 
by the corn-dealer Horses working uo harder than Loudon horses 
should work In Hitler to hrok and step^lbelr best, will eat rather less 
than ten pouudH weight of Iho ben of oats, and twelve pounds 
weight of old bay daily, part of the hay being choppwl up 
and mixed with the oats, From a truss and a half to two trusses of 
itraw will be required for the weekly bedding of ‘‘Hch borae. Some 
horses may req he a little more, some a lltne lose than these railouB, 
but on an average they will be found to be sufticleul, provided the qual¬ 
ity ofthe provender Ib good. ..... U, * » 

Wheu bay and corn are not umisually dear, the weekly cost of a 
horse's diet, thus r-d, will not exceed 14s, a week. The most respect¬ 
able corn dealers In Loudim are always w illing to contract to feed horses, 
open bln,''at 14 b. a week, all the year round. Such sn arrangement 
Is by far the best that can be made'for patotTamilias. It simplifies the 
sUble accoimts. Ihnms the tosk of snuervlsing the consumption of 

E rovender on the corn-dealer, who 1# well able to perform It, oud llinlls 
U own Biipervlslon to seeing that hl» horses are lu good health, and 
look sleek and well Coacboten who hnve been Intrusted with pur¬ 
chasing provender themselves will »os*lb y object to Ibis; In which 
case the corn-dealers cun generally find for Ibelr cuBloiners other and 
better eer>ants who do not doBO. .... 

A London coaettraan who can drive well, and who is also an cx- 
pprlcDCcd and atcadv stableman, l« Indeed u valuable Hervant. Ills 
wages arc from iJltUo AMO u war. HU board wages, at t4s a week, 
amount to rather more than iiUl, his liveries to £ii), so that he may be 
assumed to cost altogether between and iSH) a year; and. consider¬ 
ing Ibti ^Hlne of the property lolnisled to his charge, and the sobriety, 
skTll, punctunlUv, and bonesly required of bim, he cannot be said to be 
overpaid at that sum. A groom will coal from iJlO to £15 a year less; 
and the dsiisl wages of a helper are-Js. ftd. u day. Good helpers aie 
hurd to find, and allll harder to kerp, us they readily obfnlu siiuatlona 
as grooms when they are sober and ludnsirlous. The bigger aod uglier 
your helper li, the iiuire likely he Is to remain in your service; and a 
Dig fellow can afrap a horse and clean a carriage with more eaee to him- 
eelf than a i<ni8ller man. . , , 

A coachman cannot in London look after a carriage and a pair of 
horses, and d-lve U single-handed; nor will anyttervunt worth having 
Btlempt the task. He must, at ipaat, have the assistance of u boy at 
Ika. a week. It the equipage fa to ou well luroetl out and the horses well 
cared fur. Two men mav look aflero carriage and four horses, provided 
the second man be q helper, and be not expected to kevp blmsolf clean 
and ride out after bis master; but If ho Is called upon to act aa pad- 
groom, the help of a boy will still be needed. There Is no economy 
whatever In being short-handed In the stable; the carriugcB, horses, 
harness, and sadalory all suffer by It, snd the money lavcd In weekly 
wages Is doubly spent in tradesinen'e bills. 

With respect to sboeing, nn upcrallou which rcqulrea lobe performed 
about ouc« a month, uo Uetter arrungcmcul can be made than to send 
the horses to the nearest Hud best veterinary forge. WUeu burses re¬ 
peatedly lose their shoes ut work, the coachman may be set dowu as a 
tarelesB fellow. No ow ner of horses should ever allow his siablc-aer- 
yanis to bleed or physic them without the knowledge and sancUun of 
the NClorlnary surgton at whose forge they are shod bta lemen are 
often fond of drugeing the aulmals under tbclr care; and the lives of 
many valuable horses are thus sacrifleed yearly, wllboul any Buspicion 
being excited In ibe minds of their owners ae to the real cause oftbeir 
loss There is no more dolettable servant than the coachman who 
•• professes physic.,** and who rejoice# In the noestssloii of a lot of mya- 
terioua recipes, which he admiuisters according to the rule of thumb. 

The minor Items of eipenses conuecled with stable management 
often give much tronhlc, aud are a source of much annoyaDCcand tm- 
poslilon when the tnafler is an Inexperienced person. The great Lon¬ 
don jobmasterB untially allo-« the coachmen in their employ, for stable 
neccBtiuriei,il-l 10b per horse per annum; aud a gentleman ciuinot do bet¬ 
ter than to follow tbelr example, Increasing lUe allowance to £4. This 
IncludcB combs, brushes, leathers, sponges, rubber#, sand, oil, blacking, 
brooms, baBkelP, forks, fuel. waBhing, slopping, etc. The moaUr U 
then only called npon to provide stablo biicketa, a carriage seller and 

carriage cutidlca. ji. 

When ail these arrangements have been made,the stable cxpeodltarei i 
assume a \urf simple aspect; aod, provided the carriages, harnesa, and I 
M-rvant-n***’clean and well turned out, aud the horaoaln good fettle, the I 

E ruprie or heed Hike DO fnrlber trouble about bla stable afi'alra. U trill 
efiir iho coachman's luierest to sc# lhat the corn-dealer performs hla > 
coutrac.t well, as U will bo the corn-dealer’s to see that the coachman is 
an honest man, who deals faithfully with the provender supplied to ^ 
him. Thus far the practice of Btable economy Ib easy enough: hot 
when good servants, good stables, and good food have been provldi'd. 
the mi%i dimcnli task Hiill remains to be achieved, viz, to fill the stalli 
with good horses. . .. 

At the time railway’s wero first Introduced Into this country, It was 
confidently predicted that from that dale the race of Englieh UorseB 
would flccllne. Hint the demand for them would dlmlnls^ and that 
Euglish farmers would consequently cease to breed them. This dismal 
prophecy has uot, however, been fulfilled. On the contrary, boracs of 
all kinds are more lu request now than they ever were before; and first- 
class animals have risen In value at btusl forty per cent, during the past 
forty years. The facilities which railways afford for transit without 
fallgue or risk, has unorinously IncrcHScd the numbers of otir foreign 
cnalomcrs, who only buy the very beat horses; aud tuere Ib now no cap¬ 
ital In Europe In which the stables of the noble and wealthy are not 
filled with English horses. Under such clrcumslaucos it Isclearthat 
the only means of obtaining first-rate cattle le to repair to the stables 
of B first-rate man, and to pay a first-rale price lor them. 

The English horse trade ie a business In which ae much r.aplUl, skill 
and activity Is embarked as in any other trade carried on in this great 
cooiinerclal country. Aecnti from all the great London cslsblUhmepls 
aie coDBtaullv traveling through the breeding distrlcis, and corapetlug 
with countrymen for every good-looking home reared, as soon as It has 
completed Ita fourth year. To breed a well-bred coli, break it and main- 
talb it nutll It In four years old, caunoi cost lees than £G0. Before the 
animal sold at a fair for that sam rcachus the London dealer’s stable, It 
has to pOfcS lurougb the bauds of one or two agents or Intermediate 
dealers, who all require u profit on its sale. Ub iravcllug expeusos aod 
iu keep must be paid for; losses from accident and Blckoeas must be 

f irovldedagainat; and the nialulonance of the London dealer’s cstab- 
isbruent, aud bis fair profit, must bcdnly considered. If a colt be ex¬ 
traordinarily handsome, or if It possesses remarkably good action, the 
breeder will most likely require £1«) for it; and the buyer, knowing 
bla business well, will nave no objection to pay that sum, being well 
aware that for extraordinary beauty and action, almost any price de¬ 
manded can be obulned in the London ond foreign markets. For first- 
class aaddle-boracs, able to carry high weight*, from £150 to £i50 are 
every-day prices; and the large bay aud-brown carrlagc-horaes, used for 
first-class equlpagcii, are when well-bred nnd well actioned, more valu¬ 
able still. Ladles’ horses cost from £90 to £180, according to the 
weight of the rider and the training the animal has received; Brough- 
bam horses, from £100 to£150: hoQ light harness horses for broaghams 
and soclRbicB, from £180 to £250 the pair. Inferior horses may, of 
cotirne, bo bonght it Inferior prlcet, bQt under the luniB named firnl- 
claaa cattle cannot be eeenreo. 

A frebtlcman eettini; bla carriage In London will find It nil Inter- 
eat to job bla ooach-horaea. The London coach-hone trade la almoat a 


monopoly in the bands of about balfa doien great job-maaten who are 
not deale'ra-tbat la to aay, they will not aell their b-at boraea at any 
price: and their woret, when tb» do aell them, are dear at any price. 
They buy up, at three yean of ago, every well-bred bay and brown 
coacb-boree the breeding conntlea aupply: and after keeping them 
about a year to break them and get them Into working condition, let 
them out In pain to their cualomera on yearly Joba, cbargli^ for the 
hlreofiboae of average quality leventy guinea# a year, ror pairs 
of bones of unuauar beauty and action, they charge u mneb 
ae one hundred guineas a year. When a b<irae goes lame or 
falls aick or dica, they Inatautly replace him with a eoand hone: 
and aa many of theae meu owo five, ala and seven hundnd 
horeea, all ofthe same else, color and ahapo (for they admit faw grays 
nnd no cbeatmita lulu tbclr atables) tboy eiUoy advanugea In matching 
and In replacing them that dealers on a smaller scale cannot command. 
Of cuurf C| where only a pair Is Jobbed,and where Che work is bard, their 
heal cattle do not go; they send aleak, well-condUioned, good-looking 
burses cnongh, but uot animals of first-class spirit and action. 

These charges may acem, and are, high; nevertheless, ii is impossi- 
hlc for a geutioroan to do belter than to Job. As the jobmasters boy so 
largely, ond buy at three years old. they have, of coarse, the entire com¬ 
mand of (he market Goutlemon who are seeking for five aud 
Blx-yoar-olds to put to work immediately can only get their lesv- 
Inga. Very few flrel-class coach-horBee arc ever seen in dealers 
stables for sale; and when they are, enormoua prlcos are demanded for 
them. A pnreba er of a pair of such hories would, in all probability, 
soon discover that they were badly matched, or that one o! the two did 
not snil him; it might bo too eager, or too sluggish, or a little restive, 
or not quite sound; and, if he did, he would soon discover that a single 
coach-hi*n!e, in a gentlemau's hands, Is utterly unaalable. except ai a 
tremeuduus sacrifice. Then the other horse, even If a good oue, would 
have lost a third of Ite value by being unmatched; and the oobappy 
pQrcbDBcr would have to spend many a weary hour In irolng the rounds 
of the Londou Btablee in order to re-malch It. Ho woiild flud bimseir, 
long before be succeeded In doing so, involved In many upprontable 
speculttllous, aud eased of no Bmall amount of money; and the very 
next time ihalellhcr of his horses wentlameor fell sick, he woald be 
called \ipou to play the whole perforinanoo over again. These large 
coach-liorseo are especlall v subject to a dleeaso called *'roar lug,’ which, 
belug lucuruhlo, sunjecls )ob mautera to eciioui losses every year.-A.

Tbe Rules uf the Hurlingham (Englaltd) Gun Club. 

Almost dally wo have inquiries for Ibo rules of the Burllngham 
(Englaudj goo dub. We therefore pnblleb them In full, that our read¬ 
ers cau have them to refer to. 

KuLB 1.—The referee’B decision shall be flual. 

RuLB 11.—The gun must uot be held to the sbooldcr until the shooter 
has called “ pull. Tbe bull must be clear below tho arm-pit, other¬ 
wise the referee shall declare uo bird." 

Roli HI.—A ml-s-firc Is no Bbot, provided tho shooter has a cap or 
tube on the gan, and It be cocked ana loaded: or, In case of a breech¬ 
loader If the cartridge does not explode. , 

Rolb IV.—If the shooter's gun miss fire with tbe first barrel, and he 
uses the second and miss, the oird i* to bo scored lost. 

Rulb V.— If the mISB-fire occurs with the socond barrel, tbe shooter 
baring failed to kill with tbe firat, may claim another bird; hat 
be mast fire off the first barrel with a cap on, aod a full charge of dow- 
dcr or, In case of a breech-loader, with a blank cartridge, before firing 
iheiecond. Aod be must not pull both triggers at the same time. 

Rulb VI.—Tbe shooter In a match or sweepstakes shall be at his 
shootlug-mark at tbe ezpiratlou of two minutes frum tho last shot, un¬ 
less In case of ao accident, when the referee shall decide what time he 
eball be allowed to remedy tbe accident. 

Rulb VII.—Tbe shooter’s feet shall be behind the shooting-mark 
until after his gun Is discharged. If, In the opinion of tbe roforee, the 
shooter Is balked by any antagonist or looker-on, or by the trapper, 
whether by accldeui or otherwise, he may be allowed another bird. 

Rulb Vfll.—Tho shooter, when hols at bis mark ready to shoot, shall 
- give the caution, ** Are you readyU' to the puller, and then cal) “Pull.’ 
Should tbe trap be pulled before tbe word being ^ven, the shooter may 
take the bird or not; but If he fires, the bird most bo deemed to be 

Rulb IX.—If, on the trap being pulled, tbe bird does not rise, It Is at 
the option of the shooter to take It or nut; ff not, be must declare It by 
saying “ No bird;" but should he fire after declaring. It is not to be 
acoreu for or against him. ...... 

Rulb X.—Each bird muBt bo recovered within tbe boundary, if re¬ 
quired by aoy person Interested, or it must bo scored lost. 

RulbxI.-'Ii a bird that has been shot at, porches or settles on the 
top of a fcDce, or on any part of the balldlngs higher tba n the fence, U 
is to ne scored a lost bird. , ^ 

Rule XU.—If a bird ooce not ofthe ground should rotum and fall 
dead within tUo bonudary, it must be scored a lost bird. 

KuLB XIIl.—If the shooter advances to the mark and orders tbe trap 
to be polled and does not shoot at tbe bird, or hia gun la not properly 
loaded, or does not go off, owing to hU own negllgeuco, that bird is to 
be scored lost. . . 

Hulk XIV.-Should a bird that has been shot at be flying away, and 
a bystander Area and brings tho bird down within the boundary, the 
referee may, if aaiisfled the bird would not have fallen by tbe gun of tbe 
shooter,order it to be scored a lost bird; or if satliflad that tbe bird 
would have fallen, may order It to be scored a dead bird; or, if in donbt 
oo the subject, he may order the ebooior to shoot at another bird. 

Rulb XV.—A bird shot on tbe gronnd with the first barrel is “ No 
bird," but It may bo shot on the ground with the second barrel, If It 
baa been fired at witb ihefirHt barrel whlleon tbe wing; bat If tbe shooter 
mlsscB with the first and dUcharges his second barrel. It Islobeac- 
connled a loit bird, in case of not falling within b)unds. 

Rulb XVI.— Only one person Is to be allowed to pick up the bird, or 
a dog (If the shooter will allow U;. No Instroment Is to be used for 

’ ***RuLB^:£^n.—In single shooting, If more than one bird Is liberated, 

! tho shooter may call ^Nobird," aod claim another shot. Bat If be 
shoots, be must abide by tbe conseqaences. 

Rulb XVIfl.—In double shooting, when more than two traps are 
uHed. tbeshooter, as above, may cull “No birds," and claim two more. 
• But If be shoots, he mast likewise abide by tho conseqoencee. 

Rulb XIX.—In shooting from H and T traps, tho trap mnsibe 
\ pulled according to the toss, but not more than one string mast be 
pulled. Traps to be filled and tossed for every shot, 
k Kuli XX.-Tbe shooter most not leave the sbooilng-mark under any 
retcnce to follow up any bird that will nut rise, nor may he return to 


RtTLiXXII.—Any shooter Is compelled to nnload bis gun on h«in(, 
ballenged: but If the charge Is foond not to exceed the allowance th» 
challenger shall pay fbnhwTth £1 to the shooter. ‘*«wauco, the 

RcLiiXni.—A, shooter may, at any time, object to tbe use of a 
spring trap, either In a match or sweepstakea. * 

Rulb XXlV.—None but member# can alioot, except on tbe occasion 
of priva te m atches. 

Rulb XXV.— No wire cartridges allowed, or other aubstanco to b« 
mixed with tbe shot: but concentrators are allowed. 

Rulb XXVI.—In all handicaps, eweepstakes, or matebea, the staud- 
ard bore ofthe gun la No. 19. Members shooting with lea#, lo go In at 
the rate of half a yard for every bore less than twelve, down to slxleeu- 
bore. £leven-bore guns to stand back half a yard from the handlcau 
dlHtance. and no gtin above eleven-bore allowed. ^ 

Rulb XXVll.-^’be winoor of a sweepstakes of tbevaluoof ten sov 
oreigns, locladtog bis owo stake, goes back two yards; nnder that sum 
one yard, provided there he over five shooters. But lo case of the win’ 
ner being at thirty-one yards, iboD he remains, and the rest, who have 
not won or divided, go In twu yards or one yard, as the caae may be 
according to sum won. Goutlemeu, In dividing a sweep, to bu 
gnlded bv the same role. 

Rulb XXVIIl.—Should any member ahoot at a distance nearer than 
that at which he is handicapped, U shall be scored no bird. 

Rulb XXIX.—Ooe-aod-oue-quartor ounces of shot shall be the max- 
imoiD ebarge for all occaslouM excepting privata matches. 

Rulb XXX.—AH muzzle-loaders shall be loaded with shot from tbe 
club bowls, and Is. per day ibail be charged each shooter lor shot.

Editor CnrcAOo Pibld:— Following are the scores of a very Bucccf#- 
fill shoot held here Oct. 26 and 97, under the auspices uf thi MarHhaii 
County 8port#men's Club. We bad a goodly attendance uf vlaitiug 
sportsmen fVom uelghborlog towns, and everything pasaedoffbanuu- 
nlouslv. Tbe first day was a raw sod blustery one, north winds blow¬ 
ing cold aud piercing, accompanied with ffeqneut dashes ot rain and 
sleet. The birds were so cold they could not fly. consequcutly ibvrt* 
were many balks during the day, and tbe frequent cry of no bird he- 
canie monotODOUs. The secomi day opened up much finer, but Mill 
cold. A much better lotof birds were on tbe grounds, and belu;>uH- 
BlBted by a strong north wind went from the traps like a streak. How¬ 
ever, some very good scores were made. 

Mr. William Burr, of Blue Rapids, won tho medal, for the champioo. 
shipof tbe connly, on glass bails, be being the oldest and only iimo 
to make a clean score, lo the match. The badge could nut have friih-u 
into better bands as Mr. Burr is a perfect gcutlemao as well ssa iinu 
shot, and our worst wish is that ho may live long to eftoy It. Mr. G 
W. rage was the first to don the leather medal, he making tho poor«-i>t 
score In ahoot No. 1, but fur the rest of the day U changed aboni, 
urinclpally among the Concordia boys, (hey eventually takltig it hoim; 
with them, where (so D# W. says) John Brvaon must wear It, ux iw 
would not here. 

We labored under many dlfllciiUles owing to tho scarcity uf birth oud 
disagreeable weather, but to you Mr. Editor, we arc ludobied for (hr hi- 
teresi taken to help os out or the former difficulty, and wo cmi oul) n 
pay it by wishing you and tbe Ouicaoo Fiblb long life and i runpi rlly.

Destruction of Marsnoialg and Wild Horses In Queens¬ 
land. 

For the put twelve months the Queenelsnd government have 
been eubetdlzlng equatteral money (or the deetmctlon o( mareu- 
plala, giving for kangaroos 6d., and (orwallabi and wallaroo, Sd., 
taking the two ears and scalp u evidence; thle is equal to la and Id. 
per scalp. Consequently a number of men have been making good 
wages at the work. It Is only wholesale destruction that Is aimed 
St, macy runboldera being almost ruined by the pest. - Compared 
with this, the rabbit peet of Victoria or New Zealand Is very 
small; and, since the great destruction among dingoes, by 
poisoned rnns, kangaroos have become exceedingly numerous. 

Being on a matter of baslnees In Brisbane, and hearing what 
seemed to us somewhat exaggerated reports of the numbers 
slain, my brother and I determined to ascertain for ourselves; 
that we did ao, and profitably, may be seen by our returns. Our 
expenses were almost covered by the simple process of pusing a 
knife under the ears and across the scalp, depositing the same In 
a leather saddle bag carried for that purpose. I need ecarcely 
add that the trophies were heartily welcomed by the squatter. 

Having obtained the requlsltca and a couple of good service¬ 
able horsee, broken to shoot over (which one of the native grooms 
did In a day), we hired a black boy and sent him ahead, and took 
train acroaa the ranges to Warwick, a small town about a hun¬ 
dred and aixty milea west Our outfit consisted more of cart¬ 
ridges than anything else, a cartridge belt to hold fifty cartridges, 
scalping knife, and the usual camping paraphernalia. Selecting 
one of the tributaries of the Coudamlne river, we were located, 
by the courteey of a squatter (who also took the trouble to show 
us the best creeks for game). In ono of hie disused huts, which, 
although extremely rude ani) primitive, afforded a sufificlent shelter 
from thle climate In Summer. The creek on which wo were 
camped formed a chain of water-boles for a couple of miles, the 
rank herbage growing around them being particularly attractive 
to the marsupials. One water hole at the foot of the rise upon 
which the but stood, and about a hundred and fifty yarde from 
It, were the scene next morning of our first kill. A test shot at 
ninety yards from our sporting rifie, showed us that It takes 
weight of metal rather than Incisive directness, to kill kangsroo; 
both animals were shot through the breast, the balls passing 
close under the heart, yet those shots they managed to carry two 
hundred yards or more. We therefore laid aside thoee arms, and 
used our No. 13 '‘marsupial-destroying breech-loading gune,” an 
arm specially recommended and admirably adapted for the pur¬ 
pose. The cartridges loaded with BB shot we found to suit 
equally well; and up to eighty yards few kangaroos could escape 
outright killing, or at least an effective check. 

During nine days our average slaughter was seventy-two head; 
and bad not the sport become so monotonous, we intended to 
have killed a thousand each, to ascertain the leaet possible time 
In which this could he accomplished. I cau ccarcely call this le- . 
gitimate aport, however, for the excitement alleudlng It Is eoon 
used pp, and moonlight nights become so sanguinary that one 
requires a spell of rest next day to render the aUugbtcr again at¬ 
tractive. 

Having received an Invitation to try “brumby” shooting— 
brumby being the name given to wild horses-and being accom¬ 
modated by the overseer with Snider rifles, which seem to be the 
arm most suited, after an hour’s riding we came upon a mob of 
betweeo thirty and forty, aome among them showing unmistakv 
ble signs of breeding. Operating so as to approach from differ¬ 
ent directions, we made our dash, and, getting pretty close be¬ 
fore commencing to shoot, we managed to kill seven, some of 
them uking as much as (our shots to dispatch. The sport Is 
certainly very exciting, but one natnrally has compunction at 
destroying nature’s nobiesl animal wholesale In this way. I need 
not tell you, however, that It Is frcqueutly necessary to drive 
them from the neighborhood of stations, otherwise the loss of 
many valuable animals to the squatter la of common occurrence. 

Greater destruction Is, however, compassed by stalking from 
behind one’s own horse, the same as kangaroo. They are thus 
easily approached within fifty yarde, and, while In a mob, will 
remain on the apot after the first discharge, the more especially 
If any of them have bit the dust, or until the enemy has ap¬ 
peared other than In a quadruped form. Id this manner we 
killed sixty kangaroo in (our hours, chasing them from one to 
the other, and keeping following them round the water-holes, we 
frequently killed two at a sb t. 

j|It will thus be seen that two hunters may, by going ov>r very 
little ground, kill a great many; and In moonlight, when they 
are even more unsuspecting or hungrier, they may easily be got 
at on foot without a horse. 

Many emus are to be met with In dry seasons; however, we 
only managed to get two, and (our dingoes. 

I need scarcely say that amid such Immense numbers of kan¬ 
garoos we made no perceptible difference; and, notwithstanding 
tbu number of men now engaged In their destruction, the extent 
and nature of the ground will not permit more than a seeming 
diminution. And now that the grant baa lapsed from govern- 
meot,what the squatters may try next to keep them from actually 
rnlolng the best runs, it Is impossible for me to say. To allow 
dlogoes to increase Is one way; but this In sheep-keeping suggests 
jumplDg from the frying-pan Into tbu fire. They cannot be snared 
effectually, and pita are impracticable. 

That we enjoyed the sport I can vouch for; aud I daresay 
many of “ Our Boys” who this year will be doing the great colo¬ 
nial exhibition may find time for a turn at kangaroo to South 
Queensland or New South Wales.—J. F. Balderstonb, Sand¬ 
hurst, Victoria, In Loodou fVfld. 


(Vipera atpU) may ho diluted down till It fotms a mere local irtl- 
taot. No true antidote has ever been discovered for the bite of 
any snake, and the search for aomethlng which shall be ao anti¬ 
dote ^against the bite of all, appears to me to be Irrational In the 
extreme, seeing that there are so many different poisons pro¬ 
ducing In many cases opposite effects. One might as well expect 
to find a general antidote (or opium, belladouue, atrjchnlno, 
arsenic, and mercury poisoning. The action of ammonia, upon 
which BO much stress has been laid. Is probably nothing more 
than that of a strong stimulant; certainly Its action In maintain¬ 
ing the fluidity of the blood is quite hypothetical, seeing that 
premature coagulation of the fibrlne has never been actually 
demonstrated. Indeed, it Is said that at the aulop». of the 
keeper Girling, bitten many yeara ago by a cobra dl caj^lo at the 
Gardens, the blood formed no clot at all, but was found perma¬ 
nently fluid In all the great vessels.—AuTiioit Stuadlino, In 
Land and Water. 


COMPOTINO TIIB WeIOUT OF LIVE ANIMALS BT Me.VSIIREMENT. 
—As I notice many of your correspondents seem to tc In doubt 
about calculating by measurement the weight of live animals, I 
now send full particulars respecting compulation and measure¬ 
ment, which may prove iotercstlng to your readers. The follow¬ 
ing la the rule (or computing the weight of live animals by meas¬ 
urement with a tape line; The animal should stand square. 
Take bis circumference Just behind the shoulder blade—this Is 
the girth. Then measure from the bone of the tall which plumbs 
the line with the binder part of the buttock, and direct the string 
along the back to the fore part of the shoulder blade; this wPI 
be the length. Then work the figures thus; Suppose the girth 
of the bullock 6 feet 4 inches, length 5 feet 3 Inches, which mul¬ 
tiplied together make 33 square superficial feet; and these mul¬ 
tiplied by 23—the number of pounds allowed for each superficial 
foot of cattle measuring less than 7 and more than 5 feet In girth 
—make 759 pounds. When the aolmsl measures less than 0 and 
more than 7 feet In girth, 31 is the number of pounds to be esti¬ 
mated fpr each superficial foot. And suppose a small animal to 
measure 3 feet In girth and 3 feet In length, these multiplied 
together make 4 feet, which multiplied by 11—the number of 
pounds allowed (or each square foot when cattle measure less 
than 3 feet In girth—make 44 pounds Again, suppose a calf or 
sheep, etc., to measure 4 feet 0 Inches In girth, and 8 feet 9 inebea 
In length, that multiplied together makes Ifl square feet, and 
these multiplied by 16—the number of pounds allowed fur cat¬ 
tle measuring leas than 5 and more than 8 feet In girth—make 
356 pounds. The dimensions of cattle, sheep, calves, and hogs, 
taken this way, will give the weight of the four quarters of the 
animal, sinking the offal. A deduction must be made for animals 
half fat; of one pound in twenty from those that are fat; and for 
a cow that has had calves one pound must be allowed, In addition 
to the one for not being fat, upon every twenty.—A n Enoinbek- 
iNO Farmer, In Englieh Exchange. 


The Composition of Serpents’ Venom. 

What a wonderfol thing the venom of a serpent Is! Chemical an¬ 
alysis falla to delectanythlnglnlttoaccountforltsactlOD. Water, 
a little albumen, some mineral salts, and traces of mucous, epi¬ 
thelial cells, etc., lamped together as “extractive.” Nothing 
more—nothing apecifle about It, at all. Tasteless, colorists, and 
Inodorous, it may be rubbed on the sound skin, or applied to the 
eye, or taken Into the mouth without any result whatever. The 
bites of different kinds of snakes produce different effects; some 
act as a depressant to the vascular system, some as a powerful 
narcotic, some cause Inflamraatton of the spine, while others 
seem to give rise to disorganization ol the structural constituents 
of the blood. All are attended more or less with rigors, dell- 
rlnm, syncope, convulsions, paralysis, and coma. Whether the 
poisons of any two or more species are Identical I do not know— 
It seems probable; but In the five species with which I have ex¬ 
perimented on myself, so far I have found five distinct and sep¬ 
arate venoms. I Imagine, (or Instance, that the rattlesnake and 
copperhead will prove to possess the same, and perhaps several 
of the vlperine snakes. 1 hope so. Some of these flnlds are very 
unstable, and decompose If kept only a ahoyt time or If their 
specific gravity Is disturbed, while others retain their deadly prop¬ 
erties even when dried. That of the common French viper 


A Raven Tribunal. —Is the following, which we find In an 
exchange, a contribution to mind In bird-*, or a canardf In the 
leading journal ol Oeoeva a well-known Alpine tourist publishes 
an account of the proceedings of. a raven tribunal, accidentally 
witnessed by him during a recent excursion In the Swiss moun¬ 
tains. Descending from the region of glaciers, he came upon a 
small, secluded glen, surrounded by thick cover,concealed In which 
be was enabled to contemplate a strange spectacle. From sixty 
to seventy ravens had formed a circle round one of their fellows, 
obviously a mlsdemDanaut, whose alleged delinquency they were 
eagerly engaged In discussing with Infinite croaking and wlug-flap- 
plng. Every now and then they Interrupted their debates for a 
brief space to listen to the energetic represeutations of the pris¬ 
oner, who conducted his own defence with amazing fervor, the 
judges breaking out Into a deafening chorus of comments and refu¬ 
tations after his every statement. Presently, having arrived at 
the unanimous conclusion that the arraigned bird had failed to 
exculpate Itself, they suddenly flew upoa him from all sides, ami 
tore him to pieces with their powerful beaks. Having thus sum¬ 
marily executed their own sentence, they dispersed, leaving the 
remains of the dead offender bestrewing the very seat of jasllcc, 

OsTBioo Farming. —Ostrich farming la fast becoming a staple 
Industry In the E.stern Province of the Cape Colony, the value 
of feathers exported thence ranking second only to wool. At 
Port Elizabeth, the capital of the province, a bi-.veekly feath-r 
market le held, the sales at which have averaged nearly £11,000 
per week (or the first nine months of .the current year.

And so eager 
are the inhabitants of that town to participate in this profitable 
trade, that for the 4,000 shares offered to the public, applications 
were sent In within a week from the publication of the prospec¬ 
tus (or no less than 39 000 shares! Local confidence In the 
directors and secretary may have somctiilng to do with such a re¬ 
sponse, but the success Is so unparalleled we are certain to hear 
of many more such compaoles being started .—Bnglith Exchange. 


Captain Eads' Ship Kailwaj. 

The Scitnlifie American of this week contains two full page 
Illustrations of Capt. Eads’ proposed railway for transporting 
ships with thelf cargo across continents. 

Capt. Eads claims by bis plan to be able to take loaded ships 
of the largest tonnage from one ocean to the other across the 
Isthmus of Panama, as readily as can be done by a canal after 
the Lessup plan, and at a much less cost for engineering con¬ 
struction.

look sleek and well. Conch men who hive been Inlnislod ullb nnr- 
chasiog provender Ibcmsclvci will nosslb'y object to this; In which 
case the corn dealers cun generally dnd for their cualomers other and 
better servants who do not do so. , . 

A l^ndou coachman who can drive well, amt who Is also au ea* 
psrlenced and ateadv sinbleiuun, l.a Indeed a valuable servant His 
wages are from JtKi To fcJil a veitr. His board-wages, at Ns a week, 
amount to rather more than £:hl, his liveries to £3\), so that lie may bu 
as-umed to cost altogether between i>^0 and £yOayear; and. consider 
mg lUe 'aloe of the property Intrusted to his charge, and the sobriety, 
skill, piinciualllv, nud honesty required of him, he cannot bosuld to be 
overpold at that sum. A granra will cost from AMU to JBI5 a year leas; 
and the usual wages of a helper areds Od. a day. Good helper® ate 
bard to find, and still harder to kesp, ns they readily obtain sUnalipna 
as grooms when they are *ol>cr and Industrious. The bigger and uglier 
your helper Is, the more likely he is to remain lu vour service; and a 
big fellow can strop a horee and clean a carriage with more ease to him¬ 
self than a smaller mao. , , , , 

A coachman cannot lu London look after a c.irriage and a pair of 
horses, and d ive It single-handed; nor will any aerviint worth having 
stiempt the task. He must, at i^ait, have the assislouce of a boy at 
I2a. a week, If the equipage is to be well Inrucd oni and the horses wel 
cared for. Two men mav look aftera carrlagu and four horses, provided 
the second man be a helper, and l>c not expected to keep btmaelf dean 
aud ride out after his master; bnt if ho Is called upon to act as pad- 
groom, the betp of a boy will still be ueeded. There Is no economy 
whatever in being short-handed in the stable; the carriages, horses, 
baruese, and saddlery all suffer by U. and the money saved In weekly 
wages Is doubly spent lu tradesmen’s bills. 

VVUb respect to shoeing, sn operation which requires lobe performed 
about once a mustb, no better arranKcraeul can he made than to send 
tho horses totbe nearest and best veterinary forge. When horses re¬ 
peatedly lore ihelr shoes ul work, the coaebtuun may he eel down as a 
careless fellow. No owner of burses should ever allow bia aiable-ser- 
vants to bleed or physic them without the knowledge and sancliun of 
the veterinary surgeon at whose forge they are shod &U lemen are 
often fond of drngeing the animals under their care; and the lives of 
many valuable horses are thus sacrificed yearly, wlihoiil ouy suspicion 
being excited In the minds of their owners as to the real cause of their 
ioM.^ There is no more deteatahle servant than tho coachman who 
• prcfeSBce physic.” and who rejoices In the poasrssittu of a lot of mys- 
teriona recipes, which he administers accordlogio the rule of thumb. 

'I'he minor iti.-me of expenses connected with stable management 
often give much trouble, and are a soorce of much annoyance and Im¬ 
position when the ma^le^ is on liiexperleuccd person. The great Lon¬ 
don jobmaitora Hsually allo.v the coachmen in their employ, foratable 
necessaries, iri 10s per horse per annum; and ageiMlemun cuiioot dojwt- 
terthan to follow their example. Increasing ihe allowance to £4. This 
includes combs, brushes, leathers, sponges, rubbers, sand, oil, blacking, 
brooms, baskets, forks, fuel, wushlog, stopping, etc. The master la 
then only called upon to provide stable buckets, a carriage seller and 
carriage candles. 

When all these arrangementi have been made,the stable czpenaiinref 
a-«nmea very simple aspect; and, provided ihecarrlagca, harness.and 
n fTBMt- an- cloan and well turned out, and the horses In good relUe, 
pruiirtc or uecd lake no further trouble aboal his stable affairs. U will 
bo for the coachman's lutereal to see that the corn-dealer perforins bla 
contract well, as it will be the corn-dealer's to see that the coachman is 
au honest man. who deals fallbfnlly with the provender supplied to' 
him. Thus far the practice of stable economy Is easy enough: but 
when good servants, good stables, and good food have been provided, 
tho most diftlcnll task still pemalus to he achieved, viz. to IIU the atalls 
with good horses. .... . .. 

At the time railway’** wer^ first Introduced Into this country, II was 
confidently predicted that from that date the race of BoglUh horses 
would decline, tliat the demand for them would dlmlnlah, and that 
English farmers would consequently cense to breed lUem. This dismal 
prophecy has not. however, been fulfilled. On the contrary, horaea of 
all kinds are mon^ lu request now than they ever were hefore; and first- 
class animals have risen in valne ot loo-»t forty per cent, during the past 
fortyyears. The raclllties which railways aflford for transit without 
fatigue or rfak, has enormously Increased the numbers of our foreign 
customers, who only buy the very best horses; aud tucrc is now no cap¬ 
ital in Europe In which the slabica of the noble and wealthy are uol 
filled with Eugllsh horses. Under such clrcumsUucoe it Isclcarthal 
the only means of ohlalniug first-rate cattle Is to repair to the sUbles 
of a first-rate man, aud to pay a flrst-roie. price lor them. 

Tho Engllah horse trade is a business in which as much rapital, skill 
and activity l» embarked us In auy other trade carried on In this great 
commercial country. Amenta from all the great Loudon cstsidishmeuts 
a-e constanUy traveling through the brecdlne dlsirlcis, and competing 
with coiiutrymeu for every g(K>ddooklng horso reared, as aonn as It has 
completed lie fourth year. To breed a well-bred col», break It and main- 
talblMiutll It Is ftjur years old, caunni coat less than A60. Before the 
animal sold at a fair for that sum reaches the Loudon dealer’s stable, u 
has to pass tnrough the hands of one or two agents or Intermediate 
dealers, who all require u profit on Us sale. Its iravciiug expeusea and 
Its keep most be paid for; losses from accident and slckuess ninal be 
provided apnlnst; and the nialutenance of the London dealer’s eslab- 
lishment, and his fair profit, must be duly conaldcred. If a colt ho ex¬ 
traordinarily handsoroe, or If il possosaca remarkably good action, the 
breeder will mo>-t likely require £iaO for It; and the Buyer, knowing 
bis business well, will nave no objection to pay that aum, being well 
aware that for c-xiraordlnary beauty and action, almost any price de¬ 
manded CHU he ohulned In the London and foreign markets, bor flrsl- 
claas saddle-horaes, able to carry high weights, from AISO to iJiiW yo 
every-day prices; and the large hay-aud-browo carriage-horses, used for 
first-class equipages, are when well-bred and well aclioued, more valu¬ 
able still. Ladles' horses cost from £90 to £120, according to the 
welgblof the rider and the training the Bulroal has received; Brough- 
ham horses, from £l00to£lB0: and light harness horses for broughams 
and sociables, from £180 to £2i0 tho pair. Inferior horses may, ol 
course, be boughtatlnfcrlor prices, bnt uador the sums named first- 
class cattle cannot be secured. 

A gentleman setting ■§) bis carriage In London will And It bli Inter¬ 
est to job bla coach-horses. The Loudon coach-horse trade Is aimoet a 


Imonopolv In the bands of about half a doaen great Job-masters who are 
I not dealers-that Is to say, they will not aell their b^at horses at any 
! price; and their worst, when tney do sell them, are dear at any price, i 
They buy up, at three years of ago, every well-bred bay and brown 
I coach-horse the breeding counties supply; and after keeping thorn i 
about a year to break them aud get them into working condition, let 
them nut In pairs to their customers on yearly Jobs, charging for the i 
hire of those of average quality seventy gnlneas a year. For pairs 
of horses of unusual beauty and action, they charge u much i 
as Olio buudrod guineas a yoar. When a horee goes lame or 
falls sick or dies, they Instauily replace him with a sound home: i 
and as many of these meu own five, six and eqvcn hnodred i 
horses, all of Him *‘.‘»aio size, color and shape (tor they admit few paye 1 
and no chestnuts Into Ihcir stables) thoy eujov advantages In matching < 
and to reulaclug them that dealers on a emsller scale cannot command. 

Of couiy G, where only a pair Is Jobbed,and where the work la hard, their i 
host cattle do uol go; they send sleek, well-coudltlonod. good-looking i 
horses onough, but not animals of first-class spirit and action. \ 

These charges may seem, and arc, high; novertholess, it Is ImpossI- i 
blu for a geulleman to do hotter than to Job. As the Jobmasters buy so i 
largely, and buy at throe years old, they have, of course, the entire com- | 
muiiil'of the market Ountlemen who are seeking for five aud 
slx-year-olda to pul to work immediately can only got Iholr leav- i 
Ings. Very few first-class coach-horses arc over seen In dealers 
•tables for sale; and when they arc, enormous prices arc demanded for 
them. A purcha or of a pair of such horses would, in aii probanlUty. 
soon discover that thoy were badly matched, or that one ol the two did 
Dill null hlui; It mlahi ho too eager, or too .loggl.h. or « llltle restive, 
or uol oulte soiiud: iind. If he did, he would soon dt.covor tbst h elnjle 
cosch hi.rse, iu u gontleinau's bunds, Is utterly nn.aUble, except ui » 
tremendous sacrifice. Then the other horse, even If a good one, would 
have lost a third of Its value by being unmatched; aud the nnhappy 
purchast?r would have to spend many a weary hour In wing the rounds 
of tbc Londou stables In order to rc-niatch It. He would find blmielf, 
long before he succeeded In doing so, involved iu many unprofitable 
•pecuIalioDS, and eased of no small amouut of money; and the ve^ 
next time ihHti-llhcr of his horses went lame or fell sick, he would be 
culled iipou to play tho whole performanco over again.

The Rales of the Hurlingham (Englafld) Gun Club. 

Almost dally we have Inquiries for the rules of the narUngbam 
(EnglandJ gnn club. We therefore publish them In full, that our read¬ 
ers can have them to refer to. 

Rule L—The referee's decision shall beflual. 

Rule II.—The gun must not be held to tbo shoulder until the shooter 
has called “ pull.^ The butt must be clear below tho arm-pit, other¬ 
wise the referee shall declare “ uo bird.” 

Role III.—A mi-e-flre is uo shot, provided the shooter has a cap or 
tube on the gun, and It be cocked and loaded; or, la case of abreech- 
loader If the cartridge does not explode. « 

Role IV.—If the sbooler'a eun mlsa fire with the first barrel, and he 
usee the second and miss, the nird is to be scored lost. 

Rule V.—If the miss-fire occurs with the second barrel, the shooter 
havtug failed to kill with the first, may claim aiiolhor bird: but 
he must fire off the first barrel with a cap on. and a full charge of pow¬ 
der, or, Id case of a breech-loader, with a blank cartridge, before firing 
the second. And he must not pull both triggers at the same time. 

Rule VI. —Tbo shooter In a match or sweepstakes shall be at his 
sbooting-raark at the explrallou of two minutes from the last shot, un¬ 
less in case of an accident, when tbo referee slwll decide what time he 
shall be allowed to remedy the accident. 

Rule VII.—The shooter's feet shall be behind the shootlog-mark 
uniU after his gun Is discharged. If, In the opinion of the reforee, the 
shooter la balked by any antagonist or looker-on, or by the tiapper, 
whether by accident or otherwise, he may be allowed another bird. 

Rule VTII.—The shooter, when bo Is at his mark ready to shoot. shaU 
I give the caution, “ Are you readyt” to the puller, and then call “Pull. 
Should the Irapbe pulled before the word being given, the shooter may 
take the bird or not; but if he Area, the biro most bodeemedtobe 

^*Rule IX..—If, on the trap being pullod, the bird does not rlae. It la at 
the optlcin of the shooter to take it or out; ft not, be must declare It by 
saying “ No bird;" but should he fire after declaring. It la not to be 
scorca for or against him. 

Rule X.—Each bird mast be recovered within the boundary, If re¬ 
quired by auy person Interested, or It must be scored lost. 

Rule XL—If a bird that hoa been shot at, perches oreetUeaon the 
top of A fence, or on auy part of tho hulldlngs higher than the fence, It 
Is to be scored a lost bird. ^ ^ ^ 

Rule XIL—if a bird once out of the ground should return and fall 
dead within the boubdary, Umust be scored a lost bird. 

Rule XIIl —If the shooter advances to the mark and orders the trap 
to be palled, and does not shoot at tho bird, or his gun Is not properly 
loaded, or does not go off, owing to his own nagiigcuco, that bird Is to 
be scored lost. 

Rule XlV.-Shouldablrdthathaa been shot at be flying away, and 
a bystander firue and brings the bird down within tbe boundary, the 
referee may, If satisfied the bird would not have fallen by the gnn of the 
shooter, order U to be scored a lost bird; or If satlsfled that tbe bird 
would have fallen, may order It to bo acored a dead bird; or, If In donbt 
ou the subject, he may order the shooter to shoot at another bird. 

Role XV.—A bird shot on the ground with the first barrel is “ wo 
bird," hut U may be shot on the ground with the second barrel. If It 
has been fired ai with the first barrel while on the wing; but If the shooter 
missee with tbe first and discharges bis second barrel, It Istobeic- 
connteda lost bird, IU caao of not falling within b lands. 

Rule XVI.—Only one person Is to be allowed to pick up the bird, or 
a dog (if the shooter will allow it;. No lusirnment Is to bo used for 
this purpose. ^ ........ . j 

Rulb XVIL—In single sbootlog, If moro than one bird Is liberated, 
tho ehoolor may call “No bird,” and claim anothor shot. Bnt If he

Qestraotlon of Marsopiah and Wild Horses in Queens¬ 
land. 

For tbe past twelve months the Queensland Ko^ornment have 
been sabsldUtn); squatteral money tor tbe destruction ot marsu¬ 
pials, giving for kangaroos 6d., and forwallabl and wallaroo, 3d., 
taking tbe two ears and scalp as evidence; this Is equal to la and Id. 
I>er acalp. Consequently a number ot men have been making good 
wages at tbe work. It Is only wholesale destmctlon that Is aimed 
at, many runbolders being almost ruined by tbe pest. - Compared 
with this, the rabbit pest ot Victoria or New Zealand Is very 
small; and, since the great destruction among dlngoee, by 
poisoned runs, kangaroos have become exceedingly numerous. 

Being on a matter ot buslnees In Brisbane, and bearing wbat 
seemed to us eomewhat exaggerated reports ot tbe numbers 
slain, my brother and I determined to aecertaln for ourselves; 
that we did so, and proBtably, may be seen by our returns. Our 
expenses were almost covered by tbe elmple process of pissing a 
knife under the eare and across the scalp, depositing the same In 
a leather saddle bag carried tor that purpose. I need ecarccly 
add that the trophies were heartily welcomed by the squatter. 

Having obtained tbe requisites and a couple ot good service¬ 
able horses, broken to shoot over (which one of the native grooms 
did Id a day), we hired a black boy and sent him ahead, and took 
train across the ranges to Warwick, a small town about a hun¬ 
dred and sixty miles west. Our outfit consisted more of cart¬ 
ridges than anything else, a cartridge belt to bold fifty cartridges, 
scalping knife, and tbe usual camping paraphernalia. Selecting 
one of the tributaries of tbe Condamlne river, we were located, 
by the courtesy of a squatter (who also took the trouble to show 
ns the best creeks for game). In one of hla disused huts, which, 
although extremely rude an4 primitive, afforded a sufficient shelter 
from this climate In Summer. The creek on which wo were 
camped formed a chain of water-holes for s couple of miles, the 
rank herbage growing around them being particularly attractive 
to the marsupials. One water bole at Uie foot of tbe rise upon 
which tbe but stood, and about a hundred and fifty yards from 
It, were tbe scene next morning of our first kill. A test shot at 
ninety yards from our sporting rifle, showed us that It takes 
weight of metal rather than Incisive directness, to kill kangaroo; 
both animals were shot through the breast, the balls passing 
close under the heart, yet those shots they managed to carry two 
hundred yards or more. We therefore laid aside those arms, and 
used our No. 13 “marsuplal-destroyhig breech-losdlng guns," an 
arm specially recommended and admirably adapted for the pur¬ 
pose. The cartridges loaded with BB afcot we found to suit 
equally well; and up to eighty yards fewMngaroos could escape 
outright killing, or at least an effective check. 

During nine days our average slaughter was seventy-two bead; 
and bad not the sport become so monotonous, we Intended to 
have killed a thousand each, to ascertain tbe least possible time 
In which this could be accomplished., I can icarcely call this le¬ 
gitimate sport, however, for the excitement attending It Is soon 
used \;p, and moonlight nights become so sanguinary that one 
requires a spell of rest next day to render the slaughter again at¬ 
tractive. 

Having received an Invitation to try “ brumby ” shooting— 
brumby being the name given to wild horses—and being accom¬ 
modated by tbe overseer with Solder rifles, which seem to be tbe 
arm most suited, after ao hour’s riding we came upon a mob of 
between thirty and forty, some among them ehowlug unmisiaka- 
ble algos of breeding. Separating so as to approach from differ¬ 
ent directions, we made our dash, and, getting pretty close be¬ 
fore commenclug to sboot, we managed to kill seven, some of 
them taking as much as four shots to dispatch. Tbe sport Is 
certainly very exciting, but one naturally bae compunctloo at 
deetroylng nature’s uoblest animal wbolessle In this way. I need 
oot tell you, however, that It Is frequently necessary to drive 
them from tbe neighborhood of etatlone, otherwise the loss of 
many valuable animals to tbe squatter Is of common occurrence. 

Greater destruction Is, however, compassed by stalking from 
behind one’s own horse, the same as kangaroo. They are thus 
easily approached within fifty yards, and, while In a mob, will 
remain on the spot after the first discharge, the more especially 
If any of them have bit the dust, or until tbe enemy bae ap¬ 
peared other than In a quadruped form. In this manner we 
killed sixty kangaroo In four hours, cbnslng them from one to 
tbe other, and keeping following tbeiu round the water-boles, we 
frequently killed two at a eh t. 

—It will thus be seen that two banters may, by going ov, r very 
nitle ground, kill a great many; and In moonlight, when they 
are even more unsuspecting or hungrier, they may easily be got 
at on foot without a horse. 

Many emus are to be met with In dry seaeons; however, we 
only managed to get two, and four dingoes. 

I need scarcely say that amid such Immense numbers of kan¬ 
garoos we made no perceptible difference; and, notwithstanding 
the number of men now engaged In Iheir destruction, tbe ezteo’. 
and nature of tbe ground will not permit more than a seeming 
diminution. And now that tbe grant has lapsed from govern- 
ment,whatthe squatters may try next to keep them from actually 
ruining tbe best runs, It Is Impossible for mo to say. To allow 
dingoes to Increase Is one way; but this In sheep-IteepiDg euggeeta 
Jumping from the frying-pan Into the Bro. They cannot be snared 
effectn^ly, and pits are Impracticable. 

That we enjoyed tbe sport I can vouch for; and I dare say 
mauy of “ Our Boya” who this year will be doing tbe great colo¬ 
nial exhibition may find time for a turn at kangaroo In South 
Queensland or New Sonth Wales.— J. F. Bildbrstone, Sand¬ 
hurst, Victoria, In London />Md. 


The Composition of Serpents’ Venom. 


Wbat a wonderful thing the venom of a serpent Is I Chemical an¬ 
alysis falls to detect anything In It to account for Its sctlon. Water, 
a little albumen, some mineral ealte, and traces of mucous, epi¬ 
thelial cells, etc., lamped together as “extractive." Nothing 
more—nothing specific about It, at all. Tasteless, colorless, and 
Inodorous, It may be rubbed on tbe sound skin, or applied to the 
eye, or taken Into the mouth without any result whatever. Tbe 
bites of different kinds of snakes produce different effects; some 
act as a depressant to tbe vascular system, some as a powerful 
narcotic, eome cause Inflammation of tbe spine, while others 
seem to give rise to disorganization of tbe structural constituents 
of the blood. All are attended more or less with rigors, dell- 
rlnm, syncope, convulelons, paralyels, and coma. Whether tbe 
poisons of any two or more species are identical I do not know— 
It seeme probable; bnt In the five speclee with which I have ex¬ 
perimented on myself, ao far I have found five distinct and sep¬ 
arate venoms. I Imagine, for Instance, that tbe rattlesnake and 
copperhead will prove to possess tbe same, and perhaps several 
of tbe vlperlne makes. 1 hope so. Some ot these flnide are very 
nnetable, and decompose If kept only a short time or It their 
specific gravity Is disturbed, while others retain their deadly prop- 
ertlet even when dried. That of the common French viper 


(Vipfra (uptt) may be diluted down till It foinis a mere local irri¬ 
tant. No true antidote baa ever been discovered for the bite ot 
any snake, and the search for something which shall be an anti¬ 
dote against tbe bite of all, appears to me to be Irrational In tbe 
extreme, seeing that there are so many different poisons pro- 
duclngio many cases opposite effects. One might as well expect 
to find a general antidote for opium, belladoima, strychnlDo, 
arsenic, and mercury poisoning. The action of ammonia, upon 
which BO much stress baa been Ulil, Is probably nothing more 
than that of a strong stimulant; certainly Its sctlon In maictaln- 
Ing the fluidity ot tbe blood Is quite bypothetical, seeing that 
premature coagulation of tbe fibrlne bae never been actually 
demonstrated. Indeed, It is said that at the autopv-. of the 
keeper Girling, bitten many years ago by a cobra dl ca^io at tbe 
Gardens, the blood formed no clot at all, but was fonnd perma¬ 
nently fluid In all the great vessels.—A iitiiob Stiiadlino, In 
Land and Water,

—As I notice many of your correspondents seem to be in doubt 
about calculating by measurement the weight of live animals, I 
now send full particulars reepcctlDg computation and measure¬ 
ment, which may prove Interesting to your readers. Tbe follow¬ 
ing Is the rule for computing tbe weight of live animals by meas¬ 
urement with a tape line; The animal should stand square. 
Take bis circumference Just behind the shoulder blade—this Is 
tbe girth. Then measure from the bone of tbe tall which plumbs 
tbe line with the hinder part of tbe buttock, and direct tbe string 
along tbe back to the fore part of tbe shonlder blade; this wM 
be tbe length. Then work the figuree thus: Suppose tbe girth 
of the bullock 6 feet 4 Inches, length 5 feet 3 Inches, which mul¬ 
tiplied together make 33 square superficial feet; and these mul¬ 
tiplied by 23—the number of pounds allowed for each superficial 
foot ot cattle measuring lees than 7 and more than 5 feet In girth 
—make 759 pounde. When tbe animal measures less than 9 and 
more than 7 feet iu girth, 31 is tbe number of pounds to be esti¬ 
mated fpr each superficial foot. And suppose a small animal to 
measure 2 feet In ^rth and 2 feet In length, these multiplied 
together make 4 feet, which multiplied by 11—the number of 
pounds allowed for each square foot when cattle measure less 
than 3 feet in girth—make 44 pounde. Again, suppose a calf or 
sheep, etc., to measure 4 feet 0 Inches In glrtb, and 3 feet 9 Inches 
In length, that multiplied together makes 16 square feet, and 
these multiplied by 16—the number of pounds allowed for cat¬ 
tle measuring less than 5 and more than 8 feet In glrtb—make 
256 pounds. Tbe dlmenslone of cattle, sheep, calves, and bogs, 
taken this way, will give the weight of the four quarters of the 
aufroal, sinking tbe offal. A deductlou must be made for animals 
half fat; of one pound In twenty from those that arc fat; and for 
a cowthat has had calves one pound must be allowed. In addition 
to the one for not being fat, upon every twenty.—A n Enoiseeu- 
iso Farmer, Id EnglUh Exchangf. 


A Raven Tkibunai,,—I s the following, which we find In an 
ezctaange, a contribution to mind In birds, or a mnardf In tbe 
leading journal of Geneva a well-known Alpine tourist publishes 
an account of the proceedings of a raven, tribunal, accidentally 
witnessed by him during a recent excursion In the Swi.ss moun¬ 
tains.

Every now and then they Interrupted their debates for a 
brief space to listen to the energetic representalloos ol the pris¬ 
oner, who conducted hla own defence with amazing fervor, the 
Judges breaking out Into a deafening chorus of comments and refu- 
tatioDB after bis every statement. Presently, having arrived at 
the unanimous conclnslou that tbe arraigned bird had failed to 
exculpate Itself, they suddenly flew upoa him from sll sides, and 
tore him to pieces with their powerful beaks. Having thus sum¬ 
marily executed their own sentence, they dispersed, leaving the 
remains of the dead offender bestrewing the very seat of Justice. 


Ostricu Farming. —Ostrich farming is fast becoming a staple 
Industry lu the E •stern Province of tlie Cape Colony, the value 
of feathers exported thence ranking second only to wool. At 
Port Elizabeth, the capital of the province, a bl-.veckly feath r 
market Is held, tbe sales at which have averaged nearly £11,000 
per week for tbe first nine months of -the current year. Large 
capital Is needed to produce this result, each pair of breeding 
birds costing from £150 to £300. By advices to band we learn 
that a company has been started to engage In this lucrative en¬ 
terprise, under the title of Tbe Port Elizabeth Ostrich Farming 
Company,with a capital of £10,000, in £1 shares. And so eager 
are the Inhabitants of that town to participate In this profitable 
trade, that for the 4,000 shares offered to the public, applications 
were sent In within a week from the publication of the prospec¬ 
tus for no less than 39 000 shares! Local confidence In the 
directors and secretary may have something to do with such a re¬ 
sponse, but tbe success Is so unparalleled we are certain to bear 
of many more such companies being started .—Bnglieh Exchangn. 



Captain Eads' Ship Kailway.

Ing be refuses his fo^, looks drawn and p.nched up, has all the 
symptoms of distemper come upon him very suddenly, gets worse 
every few minutes if be la watched, and dies In twelve hours; 
or else a puppy Is perfectly well, daehe^; .\V his food as usual, 
but the effort makqs him spin round cnn,^»y, and be has a fit, 
which is then repeated frequently, and case mostly results 
fatally. The cause of such cases as the above can never be any 
other than worms, and Although puppies may show evidence of 
worms In less Injurious forms, such as getting very thin, staring 
coats, or becoming weak, they are liable to be taken precisely In 
the above way If there are any round worms in their intestines. 
Moreover, the beat-shaped puppies are entirely altered In a very 
few weeks—or I may almost say days—by the presence of worms; 
as It must be remembered that a puppy grows In the same pro¬ 
portion from two to three months old as a colt does from one to 
two years.' Now we all know the difference that keep and a 
freedom from disease baa upon the young horse; as. If he Is kept 
badly, or goes wrong, be will probably be nanow-lolned, cat-gut¬ 
ted, and misshapen. It must, therefore, be the same with the 
small puppy, and the ones drafted at once for being what are 
called trotters, are the ones that have been wrecked py worms 
between the ages of two and five months. I have no doubt 
about this whatever, and therefore with those that die, the cate¬ 
gory Is an enormous one of popples destroyed o» spoilt by 
worms. I want to see a food Invented which Is life to popples 
but death to worms, and I have already broached the subject to 
one of tbs principal biscuit manofseturers, his answer, however, 
being that the difficulty tkys In the fact that cooking or baking 
destroys the qualities required In the several ’ingredients that 
kill worms. 

I have read about, and, I believe, tried all the reclpeapand the 
great falling to be noticed In all of them is that the time It takes 
to effectually eradicate worms Is too long In the case of puppies 
to prevent the Injurious effects that worms have upon their 
growth. As regards so adult dog, there la nothing better, I am 
snre, than about half a freshly-ground areca ont mixed with 
twelve to fifteen grains of .Alblopa mineral, and the dose to be 
rapaatad at Intarvala of a week. I hava triad tha same recipe 
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successfully with puppies, giving doses In smaller proportions at 
from three to five months; but In one case of a puppy ten weeks 
old, that died, by the by, a veterinary professor of a very high 
position gave It as hie opinion that I bad killed the puppy. I 
thought it was the worms killed him, but I bow to a higher 
authority. Borne people may think, however,- that very small 
puppies do not have worms In a degree ib require very early 
treatment, but this Is just the very mistake that Is made, as when 
puppies die off quick at weaning, or come back from shows, or at 
the end of journeys, and die almost directly from what people 
call distemper. It la nothing else than death occasioned by 
worms. I believe In many cases the worms are In them at blrtb. 
Those little weaklings that never grow and are always staring in 
their coats, are born with such tenantry infesting them, and I 
should rather question whether they ever could be cured. Those 
that are a little older when the first symptoms appear, are the 
ones that demasd the strictest inquiry, as the enemy attacks 
them at the very moment when time Is of the greatest Importance 
as regards their future growth. The point of the greatest im¬ 
port at firet.ls to know what the symptoms are,and for this reason 
puppies, though still in the nest, cannot bo too closely watched. 
Then appearances again are often deceptive, as to the eye they 
may look fat and gloesy, and yet In fat sod flesh they inay be 
decreasing. Peeling, therefore,, is more tobedepeoded upon,and 
If a puppy feels hard and firm to the toqch of the band, it is the 
best sign that he is not allllcted with worms. 

I am at the present moment trying experiments upon a large 
Utter of puppleaj^ust over seven weeks old. They have had 
every chance, as the ihother has been a famous one, never 111 a 
day from the time she had her puppies, and she has been a big 
feeder, and allowed to run about as she likes from the first. The 
puppies commenced to lap milk when they were eighteen days 
old, and have since then been fed four times a day on oatmeal 
and milk, and oatmeal and sheep's head broth, as much as they 
could eat, as I wished to force them. Up to five weeks old they 
went on satisfactorily, but then I fancied they felt soft, and went 
back In the course of three days. It struck me that there was a 
visitation of worms therefore, and the puppies being full young 
for ..Ethlop’a mineral, I thought I would try turpentine, through 
having read a deal about that remedy lately in the Cbicaoo 
Fibld, many American breeders declaring that turpentine Is the 
safest and best remedy to clear worms from small puppies, after 
having tested all the other recipes. 1 gave each puppy twelve 
drops of turpentine In a teaspponful of sweet oil, after they had 
fasted all night, and an hour after this dose I gave a tesspoonful 
of castor oil. The effect was extraordinary, as I have never seen 
BO many large round worms as were very quickly produced. Bo 
far, so good; but four days afterward there was palpable evi¬ 
dence that no radical cure had been effected, so I dosed again 
on the fifth day, with precisely the same results as before. 
Moreover, after another luterval of five days there are tome very 
similar signs again, and the idea suggests itself that If one con¬ 
tinues dosing every five days there might be chances of the 
puppies dying, or at least being damaged by other causes than 
worms. However, I Intend trying experiments on each puppy 
Individually, and as they do not look any the worse for the treat¬ 
ment already pursued unon the»I do not anticipate that I shall 
injnre them at all. Tbe^clpi^Bre very numerous, comprising 
coarse brown sugar, which. It l^Mld,dlBsolves the worms, treacle, 
powdered glass, santonine, green saffron, said to effect a certain 
cure In one dose, besides zKthlop's mineral and areca nut, and 
the various powders specially prepared. I know the latter rem¬ 
edies will do the same as the turpentine, as tried above, but this, 
in my opinion, Is not enough, as experience shows os that worms 
grow with extraordinary rapidity, and the requirement demanded 
la something that will destroy and bring off the worms, and pre¬ 
vent their Immediate reproduction. At present I am rather In¬ 
clined to believe in salt water from the sea, or any marine pro¬ 
duction which contains the salt, as I have remarked that dogs in 
poor condition going near the sea, and run dally on a beach, In¬ 
variably get fat. For this very reason I have faith In the sug¬ 
gestion made in a contemporary that shrimps might prove an ex¬ 
cellent vermifuge, or, at least, after a temporary clearance had 
been effected with turpentine or some other remedy, that par¬ 
tially feeding on shrimps for three or four days would prevent a 
reproduction of the parasites. At any rate,I am trying it, amongst 
other experiments, and as I am sure that this subject Is of the 
greatest importance in puppy rearing, I intend to give the results 
of my experiments In Belt, and I hope others will do the same.— 
Bell's Life.

Down 
Charge says: "I happen to know a little about cockers myself." 
I will concede that point to him at once that he does know a 
very little, as the following will show. In the first place he says: 
“ A long-legged cocker like Hollis’ Wlldair, has the advantage 
only In comparatively open ground, while In thick cover the 
short-legged dog is decidedly better able to make his way, 
whether noiselessly or not, for the noise la rather an advantage 
than otherwise." Now, Down Charge, your argument verges on 
the ridiculous, as you claim the leggy dog has the advantage In 
open ground and the dog who can make the most noise In the 
briu'h Is derddedly the beat, for you say “ the noise Is rather an 
advantage than otherwise." 

.Now, Down Charge, why not level out your head and combine 
the two qu|Iltles In one dog, a big one that baa leg for the field 
to suit you, and also has power to make the noise. A^In, Down 
Charge says: " People who live In glass houses should not throw 
stones." Now, I will leave the pnbllc to decide about the glass 
house I live in. He says he thinks 'VFtldalr to be a very good 
dog but for his legglness. Now, I will append as close a de¬ 
scription as possible to make; "Hollis’ Wlldair was whelped Dec. 
7, 1878, stands 16 inches high at the shoulder; length from tip 
end of nose to root of tall, 86 inches; girth, 98 Inches; measure¬ 
ment of ear from tip to tip, 24 Inches; average weight, SOlba.; 
highest weight ever attained, 881 >hs.) and while Mr. Pennell was 
working him very hard In the field this season, and at the same 
Ume was overworked In the stud, be was redttqed to 94l the. Be 
Is a very heavy-coated dog and very baavlly'faathered, coat pei- 
feetly fiat and etralfht, aolor jet blaeki with whits strips ttader 


chin and throat; very slight ticking on feet. He Is the sire of up¬ 
ward of 60 pups, and I don’t know of one that has ever attolned the 
weight of the sire. I am Informed by Mr. J. H. Whitman, of Chi¬ 
cago, III., who was the owner of Wlldalr’s sire (Whitman’s boc- 
tor) that his sire weighed but 23 Ibe.; and also by Mr. A. C. 
Waddell, of Topeka, Kan., that Josle, the dam of Wlldair, at 
that time weighed but 16 lbs., but I believe is some heavier now. 
I did not set Wlldair up as a standard for any one to breed to, but 
as far as the relationship between Wlldair and the staghound 
exists, I will leave the public to Judge for themselves. I am still 
reverse from Down Charge, as be says hla Idea Is to breed to suit 
his own " pocket and fancy,” or words to that effect. My Idea 
Is to breed to suit the pockets and fancy of my patrons. What 
his Idea is of a cocker I should be glad to hear at any time. In 
regard to my knowledge of the game fowl, when the proper chal¬ 
lenge la directed to me. It will receive my earliest attention.

A Devoted Dog, 


Kokomo, Imd. 

Editor Chicago Field The following which is taken from 
another paper. Is correct with two- exceptions : 

“ Two years ago Thomas Smith died at Kokomo, Ind. His 
dog, a common cur, followed the procession to the cemetery, and 
has ever since made the place hla home, watching bis master’s 
grave by day, and making the rounds of the cemetery like a sen¬ 
tinel at night." 

The name Is Swift Instead of Smith, and the dog is not a com¬ 
mon cur, but a cross between the black and tan and the bull 
terrier; is tan color,with white breast; he Is a splendid specimen 
of his breed, and very intelligent. 

The facts are as follows; One Thomas Swift, a bachelor of 
sixty, a day laborer, died here in December, 1877; be had raised 
the dog from a puppy, and it was about two years old when 
Swift died. The dog bad acquired a warm attachment for him, 
which was shown by refusing to leave the room of the sick man, 
expressing great sorrow, and watching every movement made. 
When Swift died It was Impossible to drive the dog away or pre¬ 
vent him from following the funeral procession to bis master’s 
grave, where he remained after all others bad left. 

He remained there several days guarding the grave of his mas¬ 
ter, when the sexton, Mr. Mark McTlgue tried to drive him away, 
but, as at the sick bed, nothing but death could cause him to de¬ 
sert. The sexton then tried to make frlende, but the dog, re¬ 
membering hiB former treatment, at first refused, but Anally, by 
kind treatment, the sexton gained his friendship never to be 
broken,and the sexton became a substitute for bis former master. 

The dog Is known as the “ cemetery dog,” and may well be 
called the sentinel of the cemetery, having taken that as bis home 
and making himself useful in various ways, guarding the entrance 
half a day at a time to prevent stock entering; and should a pick 
or shovel or anything belonging to the cemetery be forgotten the 
dog will be found guarding It. 

While seeking the desired Information, the writer who bad 
been ducking and bad his bunting suit and slouch hat on, re¬ 
sembled a tramp, and the dog utterly refused to allow him to en- 
ter the cemetery bouse until compelled by the sexton to submit. 
When inside he showed bis great displeasure by uttering low 
growls, until he saw that no harm was to be done, when be paid 
no further attention to the Intruder. Often had the writer been 
in the cemetery at other times In ordinary clothing, and the dog 
paid no attention to him. ° 

The dog Is accustomed to seeing persona wejl dressed as they 
walk to and fro in the cemetery which Is frequented as a prome¬ 
nade, as Mark Twain says, "it being the most romantic spot’’ 
near Kokomo. 

At some future time I will give the readers of the Chicago 
Field a sketch of one of the most intelligent sbepbetd dogs In 
the country, but a few miles from Kokomo.

Col'KsiNO.—Although St.John has given descriptions, the most 
stirring and exciting, of coursing deerwitb the rough Scotch deer¬ 
hound, this kind of sport seems to have been on the wane for 
.some years. Mr. Macrae, late forester to Lord Lennox, and the 
author of the recently published handbook uu deer-stalk ng, 
ways that deerhounds are now very much out of fashion, although a 
number of years ago In great demand. Sportsmen, he supposes 
think that their usefulucssdoes not repay the trouble and expense 
Incurred to their keep and mauagement; besides which, the quality 
of the hounds has become, be holds, such that many of them are lit¬ 
tle better than good collie dogs. Although we are told, on good au¬ 
thority, that deerhounds in olden times performed such remarkable 
feats as that one of them could kill two deer out of one herd.yet our 
generation, by reason of its degeneracy, cannot, Macrae thinks, he 
m.ide to believe It. One thing may be taken as an undoubted 
fact, that a very good deerhound can never be reared in a kennel. 
A deerhound has more advantage when slipped from below than 
from above the deer. If the ground Is broken, dogs are apt to 
fall when going down bill, and the deer has the advantage of 
being at liberty to lake a straight course wbeuever be chooses; 
but wbeu slipped from below, the deer Is more or less exhausted 
betore the dog comes up to him, and the dog Is all the better for 
getting a little warm by the time the d.fer turns from the hill, 
aud has a good chance of intercepting him in the torn. Here Is 
the time that the dogs of old did such havoc; they took mostly 
in the turn, or killed them on the spot. D.>gs should not be 
slipped too near the deer, for if they come too quickly In contact, 
the deer is too fresh, and the dogs are in great danger of being 
hurt or killed. Unless a dog can take a deer In three or four 
minutes, he will not take him at all. He may, by perseverance, 
make the deer turn on him, but he will not take him by speed.— 
iMtid and ll'afcr. 


Bitino OFb' Docs’ Tails.—O ne James Smith, a dog dealer In 
Kngland, was recently tried on complaint of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, fur biting off the tails of dogs. 
The case has excited a great deal of interest in the Lnglisb sport¬ 
ing press. Many experts were examined, some of whom con¬ 
sidered it cruel, while others thought not, and considered that 
iuasmueb as It had been a custom for twenty Qve years. It was 
justifiable. Smith is an expert at the business, and with his teeth 
bites off the tails of puppies, which If not done, he declares, 
would render toy .dogs unsalable as parlor pete. Sir Thomas 
Oahricl, before whom the case was tried, decided that 
“ Though the charge was one of cruelty, no one could suppose 
that it was a case of wantou or wilful cruelty, or that the man 
would Injure bis own property. They bad it on the defendant’s 
own adraissinn that he did the actio question for the purpose of 
fitting the dogs for drawing-room pete, and that without that 
operation they would be useless In that respect. The question 
before him was whether, to fit the dogs as companions for ladles, 
this was necessary. Even the defendant’s own witness had said 
that it was quite unnecessary, and therefore the case must be 
decided against him. The requirements of the matter would, 
however, be met by a nominal, fine of Is. and costs." Smith’s 
counsel considering the case “ Important to sportsmen all over 
the country,” gave notice that be should apply for a special case 
for the Queen's Bench.

GAHE AND SHOOTING-Continued from Page SID 
Dock ShootliiE In Central Iowa. 

^ Db8 Moinss, Iowa, 

Editor Cbicauo Field : —The dock shooting has been better 
here this Fall than It has been for many years past. 

To the south of this metropolis, six or seven miles, on North 
River, there Is a low bottom partly covered with water, and grown 
ap with weeds, riuhee, and some wild rice. Here tbe mallardi 
have come In numerous Bocks for several weeks, and some good 
bags have been made by our sportsmen. Many of tbe ducka, 
however, arc “high flyers,” merely passing over or looking 
about, and “missing” has been the order of ^e campaign. 

A long while ago, one of your correspondents, Mr.Van Dyke, I 
think It was, reported In the Cuicaoo Field a fearful missing ot 
ducks by a go<^ sportsman. So, on this point, I have tried to 
gather a few facta, but rumor le the nearest approach I have been 
able to reach. Shooters don’t like to be “ buzzed,” but here are 
some of these rumors: 

One gentleman, wbo won several prize's at our state tourna¬ 
ment; shot all day and got only four ducks. 

A party of four went out with six hundred shells, and killed 
only eighty ducks. 

A gentleman who once held the champion badge of our Des 
Moines club, wont out with one hundred shells,—borrowed 
twenty-seven of a friend to supplement them, and came In with 
fifteen ducks, all told. 

Another good shot with a “ boss gun ” went out with sixty 
shells, got one duck to bag, with six reported “ dead out of 
boumfa;” no shells returned. 

The shooting ground is now covered with discharged shells, and 
still the ducks are plenty. Everybody goes shooting here, and 
tho sport ts splendid, but not very destructive. Even men and 
boys who never ehot at a duck before, enjoy it. 

Other localities are reported to be well supplied with this kind 
of game, and poor Bob White gets a little rest. 

My own duck shooting party was not much of a success, yet 
we had fair shooting on Skunk river for about oue day, then the 
ducks went out to tho prairies. Eland.

Chicaoo Field of tbe slaughter of the ducks, so far away from 
market tbat they let them He Id tbe water. Some of my party, 
I am Borry to say, were of that kind. “ Why not shoot at mud 
hens?" I asked them. “ Oh! I like to see the mallards drop,” 
they replied. 

My blood Is bolting when I see such massacre and call It sport, 
especially from men calling themaelves gentlemen, traveling In 
style, and expecting to be treated as such. I class all such as 
snobs. This will bit lots of them, but I mean It; aud here let 
me tell such, that under tbe garb of a professional hunter and 
hired boatman, they will find often more of the true sportsmen's 
a liberal heart, and a true gentleman than will be found 
under cover of fine hunting suits, and lota of blow and snobbery 
In general.

Mr. L. D. Romroy, of Sliver 
Cliff, will be pleased to show you sround; and to find your hum¬ 
ble servant after April 1, 1881, call at Sedgwick, In the Klrber 
Creek district, where good sport can be had upon any of the 
mountains. Should aay of your readers be so unfortunate as to 
be tiling, a trip to tibls country, would, 1 believe, be good. 
They will be able to find many mineral springs, both hot and cold, 
tbat have worked miracles on the afflicted.

CAPT. A. H. BOOARDUS AND SONS. 

The lUiutratlon on our flnt page la of Capt. Bogardna and hla 
fonr aona. Capt. Bogardua la too well known to tbe readeri of 
tbe OBfcaao Field to need either Introduction or recommenda¬ 
tion. Hla face la familiar In l^ogland and America, and bla akill 
and fame are known to tbe world. 

Capt. Bogardua la an American by birtb, baying been born In 
tbe atate of New York. He became a hunter from neceaalty, a 
aportaman from choice, and la an honeat man by nature. Hla 
Integrity la unqueatloned, and bla name and word are everywhere 
reapected. He la a man of giant atrength, atanda alz feet high, 
weigba two hundred gnd alzteen pounda, la forty-alz yeara oM, 
and haa been ahootlDg.aloce llfteeu yeara old. He began to aboot 
plgeona In 1868, and won tbe “ champlonahlp of America,” aa a 
wlng-ah-^t, at Fleetwood Park, N. Y., May 28, 1871, which ho 
holda now. He vlalted England In 1875, and won tbe ” cham- 
plonablp of tbe world” on tbe 0th of August, and atilt retains 
tbe title. 

Hla residence was, first, In Albany county, N. Y., where he 
was born Dec. 17, 1833; be then removed to Cozaackle on tbe 
Hudson, afterward to near Petersburg, Ill., on tbe Sangamon 
river, and thence to Elkbart City, Logan county. III., where he 
now realdea. He la tbe father of thirteen children, seven girls 
and six boys, of whom three daughters and four aona are living, 
the others having died In Infancy. Two of bis daughters are 
married, and he la the grandfather of three grandchildren. 
He la a man of most remarkable nerve and endurance, and not- 
wltbstandlng tbe most tremendous exertion, has only been tired 
once or twice In bla life. 

Eugene, the eldest son, was boro Dec. 7, 1864. He le a youth 
of tall stature, and great genius, good presence, pleasant disposi¬ 
tion, and great determination and firmness, yet likes to take the 
world easy. He holds the title of “ champion rifle shot,” won 
Dec. 20, 1879, and shoots nearly as well with the shot gun as 
with tbe rifle; being an expert wing-shot In tbe field. Under bis 
father's tuition. In bis eleventh year he began shooting black birds 
and meadow larks *' on the wing” at ‘‘ten cents a piece,|my boy,” 
and ” never shoot a bird on the ground.” He sooo'biade hla 
father's motto his rule and practice. 

Edward and Peter were born respectively, July 11, 1870, and 
Dec. 2, 1873. They are both very clever with the rlfie, and shoot 
well at a target, and both shoot glass balls from tbclr father's 
fingera. Edward perforiua the backward shot very successfully, 
and Peter shoots with either hand, right or left. 

Adam Henry, Jr., the centennial gift, was born March 1, 1870, 
Is " a chip of the old block,” tbe pride of hla father, and the 
” star” of the family. He shoots a glass ball from his father’s 
hand, and his father In turn shoots a peanut held between the 
boy’s flngcra. 

The boys all Inherit powerful coustltutlons, clear and strong 
minds, and wonderful teoacity and nerve. The Captain has taught 
them to shoot, and they have been apt and successful scholars. 
In the family circle obedience la tbe law, good nature the char¬ 
acteristic, and happiness the result. 


The Cakrisoe of Docs dt Rail.— The fact that so many dif¬ 
ferent customs prevail among railroad companies, regarding the 
transportation of dogs In baggage cars, when accompanied by 
sportsmen. Is to be regretted. On some roads, dogs are trans¬ 
ported free; on others there la a regular tariff, and on a very 
large number tbe charge Is left entirely to the baggage man. 
Our experience with baggage men has brought us to the conclu¬ 
sion that they differ as much aa other men lu tbe various avoca¬ 
tions In life. Many are sportsmen, and fond of dogs; others do 
not care for shooting, but are kind-hearted and fond of animals, 
and are reasonable lu their demands. When either of these 
classes le met there Is no difficulty in getting good attention to 
the dogs, and for a reasonable and adequate compensation. But 
there Is another class of baggage man, who either has no affection 
for a dog or a positive dislike for one, and Is, withal, rapacious 
In the extreme. From such an Individual proper care Is not to 
be had, but an extortionate demand for that which he does not 
give. He who does not remunerate the baggage man for the 
care of bis doge. Is mean Indeed, and has little affection for bis 
dogs; we think there are very few sportsmen who begrudge 
a reasonable compensation to the baggage man. It would be 
much better If tbe^e was a uniform tariff per hundred miles for 
each dog; and as the matter Is of great Importance, we trust the 
National American Kennel Club, at Its coming meeting, will 
take such action aa will bring about such a system among the dif¬ 
ferent railroad companies.

Lake, the tourists found signs of deer more abundant than be¬ 
fore. The last named, a lake of some three miles la length, and 
perhaps a half mUe In width, at farthest, was a plctnre«iae sheet 
of water, with romantic surroundings. The lake—unlike Bear 
Lake, which had the form of a four leaf clover, nearly—con- 
slated of leveral small bodlaa of water, eonneeted by natrowsi and 
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toward the foot, or western extremity, the shore sloped abruptly 
from a wooded hlllalde—while the land farther back presented 
a succession of hillocks. In rangt*, covered at the summit wito 
rock moss and a fine growth of tlmbert and at the boee with taU, 
straight saplings, principally maple, etc. Many of the trees were 
wreatbei with festoons of clinging moss, upon which glistened In 
the early morning sunlight myriads of dewdrops, like pearls of 
“ purest ray serene," forming a scene of rare beauty.

Joyous and hearty were the con¬ 
gratulations of his companions, and the zest with which the 
venison was thenceforth dUeuufd by all, proved their real appre¬ 
ciation. ... , . 

The ensuing Sabbath was spent In reading and jest, and story, 
by the ramblers. Several entertaining volumes wore brought to 
cootribute to “ the feast of reason and flow of soul ’’—among 
others Hallock’a “Sportsman's Oszetteer,” “Select Poetical 
Gems,” “Peek’s Fun,” and Forester’s “Fugitive Sporting 
Sketches." The writer, more from a desire to draw out the opin¬ 
ions of others than aught else, commented upon the cruelty of 
field sports thus: 

“ Do you Dot consider the slaughter of birds and beasts, merely 
for sport, tbe very acme of barbarism!" 

“ Not at all,’’ replied Hunter; "I believe the butchery of either, 
purely for profit. Is far more barbarous, even admitting that you 
can prove any great degree of cruelty In either." 

“ A fftlse argument, as I can show you," responded the writer. 

"The batcher can sustain the justice of bis calling on tbe score 

of necssslty alone. Meat muat be provided aa an article of food, 
and he who supplies this want, earning thereby a livelihood. Is 
entitled to aa much respect as the baker or grocer. The sports¬ 
man cannot offer In extenuatton of lives sacrificed the plea of 
necessity, and what he la p'm'f 1 fo term sport, must therefore be 
considered wanton cruelty.'' 

“Very good, my dearhlstoi I n, ...i sophistry, but scarcely fait ar¬ 
gument. The batcher Is a man who can, In truth, uphold bis 
calling only on the principle that the end justifies the means; so 
with tbe hangman; yet very few aspire to he either the one or the 
other. It la In either caee love of the profit therein, not of the 
business, that Induces men to adopt the profession. A certain 
number of bleeding victims represent so many dollars, and tbe 
professional butebor gains by his trade no higher sentiments, no 
nobler thoughts, than may be summed up In blood-bought profit. 

If In time be can be brought to love his profession for Its own 
sake, what au exhibition of wanton cruelty la there. With the 
sportsman It la far different. Pecuniary profit enters not Into his 
thoughts, but physical and mental profit instead. Nor Is the kill¬ 
ing of game the only object, though many ao view It. If In the 
merq killing conalated the pleasure of field sports, Its devotees 
! would find equal pleasure In shooting pigeons from the traps, or 
I fowls In the farm yard." 

“If tbe real sport does not He In the killing of game, where Is 
I the real pleasure of the real sportsman! ’’ Inquired Sylvan Scribe, 
with a sly twinkle of the eye,,for he well knew the true charm 
ol sportsmanship. 

i “ The genuine sportsman finds pleasure not only In the pur¬ 
suit of game, but In tbe aceoet unfolded to his view; In the study 
f of all animated nature, and the bealthfnl Inspiration, tbe bodily 
) vigor, and cheerful spirit which follow In consequence, as you 
f are well aware, notwithstanding your pretended views to the con¬ 
trary,” responded bis friend. 

r “ Orantlag the truth of all this, as I more than half believe In 
It myaelf, you must still acknowledge that If the sportsman’s 
craft Is worthy of respect, the profession of the market gunner, 
or the pot-hunter, la deserving of more honor, aa the Utter com- 
blnea busloeas and pleasure, earning an honest livelihood, while 
he finds equal pleasure with the sportsmaa. He provides food 
for bis family, and many of the necessities of Ufe, while the 
sportsman, with pleasure as a primary object, galea nothing ex¬ 
cept momentary pleasure and healthful recreation." ,

THE PROPORTION OP MEAT TO SHELL. 

For the beneflt of the public In generel, end eepeclally thoM 
interested In oyster culture, I now publish a table 
test whereby for many years past I have been able to classify 
oyatere sent me for examination. . . . .u i 

B? this test I have been able to make an estimate of the va ue 
in a commercial aeiise of almost all kinds of oysters, whether 
British or foreign. My test will also help show the oyster mer 
chant the degree to which oyster^ tranaferred from one part of 
England to another, or born In foreign beds and brought up In 
English beds, will Increase or diminish in either meat or shell. 

This lest Is also Important, as thereby we may know how much 
In weight actual solid edible meat we get In a dozen of oysUrs. 
Hence? also, the rate per pound, as compared to butcher's meat, 
at which we are buying oyster meat. Then again, in ^oamer- 
clal sense, the projgjrtlon of meat to ahell is of the greatest Im 
DorUuCB to the merchant, who has to pay a high price for the 
transport of oyalera long dlslancea; If, for example, he buys a 
cargo of oysters with thick shells, containing a large proportion 
of mineral matter and a small quantity of meat, he may have (to 
put an extreme case) to pay two pence for the transport of the 
shelf of an oyster, which contains only a half pennyworth of 

""tL experience, 1 fancy, may have been the beeinning of 
tinned oysters from America. The sheila are left on the western 
side of the Atlantic, while the meat alone la brought over to 
British and ContlneuUl markeU. Of late, however, American 
oysters have been sent over shell and all. In thia case I 
the weight of oyster shells la utilized as ballast for the ship that 
brlogs them.

First —Bordeiux nstives, Isld at Whitstable. These are by 
far the moat Intereatlng oysters that I have examined for a long 
time. It win bo seen that the proportion of meat to sbell 
brings them up equal to the Whitstable natives. The o* 

this Is obvious. The growth of new shell is very remsrkable; In 
many «ses It Is qu^e^s Urge ss the original oyster when first 
laid In England. This growth, of course, Is very light and chlna- 
llke That the oyster has also taken to plumping up Is also ob¬ 
vious, on account of the deep meat-holding cavity It bas already 
to assume. I understand from my friend, Mr. Kemp, of WhlV 
stable, that these oysters are bred at Arcachon, ^*'1; 

ware, that U. their second Spring, they are brought direct to 
WhIteWble and laid there. Being young, and In excellent con¬ 
dition, and having the beneflt of the Spring and wym Snmmer. 
they both grow and fatten In a wonderful roaoncr; But they will 
not sUnd the Winter, so they are sold off before the frosts set lo. 

8econd.-R.'yalWblUtable natives, beautiful shells and beau¬ 
tiful meat, the queen of oysters, the shells reminding me of 
Worcester china, the Inner shell showing a pearly opalescence, 
and, as I remarked In my last srllcle, the shell of these thorongl^ 
breda always turns toward ibe left when the hollow ahell to held 
toward ont's fau. Proportion, one to four. 


Third.—Spanish, laid at Southend, also In proportion of one 
to four. This la not the same apeclea aa our Brltlab oyatM, not 
of the same shape; they carry a black spot on the o' «»ch 

shell like the Americans. Eridently rock oysters that have at 
some time been fastened to a rock. These oysters have an ex¬ 
traordinarily deep cavity. They evidently have taken to Engllih 
food, and have therefore acquired this high poeltlou in the cata¬ 
logue. Proportion, one to four. 

Fourth.—Dutch, exceedingly handsome oysters, differing much 
from the Whitstable native. Inasmuch ss they sssume the sp- 
pearance of flat, expanded oystera, not unlike Poole Hwbor oys¬ 
ters. Here sgain, sa with the Bordeaux ns^lve^ the thinness of 
the growth brings them up high on the list. Theee oysters have 
been bred, I am certain. In quiet waters. Proportion, one to 

Fifth.—Scotch oysters, laid at Whitstable. Scotland Is a very 
big place, and there are many sorts of oysters In It, differing 
veVmuch one from the other. For InsUnce, the Firth of Forth 
oysters are very dlfltfreut from those from Loch Kysc, LochR^n* 
from the Isle of Sky.-, and the Isle of Skye from those from For- 
tsIlocW. 

I do not know where these oysters came from; they are not 
Scotch Callles Scotch Callles are flat, thin oysters, whereas 
these have a somewhat deep cavity. Proportion, one to four 
Sixth —Portugal oysters, told at Brlghtllngaea. Again a differ¬ 
ent species from'EngUsh, with the black spot, as In the Amerlwn 
and Spanish. A very ugly oyster, with a peculiar pink on the 
lamina of the shell. The shell has grown enormously since their 
sojourn In English waters; It la almost os thin as s tea cup. I 
am afraid the flavor of these Portuguese oystera Is not palatable 
to many people. Proportion, one to five. 

Seventh.—Mumbles oysters, laid at Whitstable. A heavy, 
clumsy kind of oyster. The Mumbles are, aa we know, near 
Swansea. They are nearly a true deep-sea oyster, and only flt for 
sauce ; they will never come up to s native nor anything like It. 
Proportion, one to live. 

Eighth.—French oysters, told at Brlghtllngsea. These might 
have been good, and may yet turn out to be good; but I am 
quite prepared to say they have been told In a muddy place, where 
they have stood a good chance of suffocation. Proportion, one 

_Falmouth oysters. From Falmouth harbor I have seen 

some very beautiful oysters, almost like natives, thin shelled and 
well shapen, but with the bodies, not the beards ODly,a8 Is the case 
with the Roach oysters, completely green, the color of verdigris. 
The Falmouth oystera now sent mo are old stagers; they should 
never have been taken away, but left for breeders, their propor¬ 
tion being one to ten. There to not enough fresh water at Fal¬ 
mouth to fatten In their own homes, and theee old oysters are too 
decrepid to fatten. , - „ 

Tenth.—Amcrlcao oystcrSi East River, laid at Beautnarla, North 
Wales. White, turnip-faced oysters, the shells having a chink 
about them like drain-pipes, the usual black spot on the shell, 
like all American oysters. I have Inspected the Straits of Beau- 

mBrl8,both tleb weirs and oy6terlaylng8;ItUan admirable placefor 

toying oysters, and I wooder It has not been more utilized. There 
Is hardly enough fresh water; the beds should be laid as nearly as 
possible to points where rivuleta are rum^ug. Proportion, one 
to ten. The estuary of the Conway, both al>ove and below the 
railway bridge by the station, must be a splendid fattening place 
for oysters. I much wonder the Liverpool oyster merchants do 
not try experiments here. 

Eleventh.-Black Wexfords, clumsy, heavy-looking things, not 
worth bringing over -to England; large size, great weight, and 
very little meat In them. Proportion, one to twelve. 

Twelfth.—Ostends, laid at Southend, probably old rotten shell 
oysters from the deep sea, brought home by the trawlers for what 
they can fetch. Proportion, one to twelve. 

Lastly.—Cardigan Bay, gigantic oysters, big, and In shape of a 
cart horse’s foot. Proportion, one to seventeen. 

Id my Museum of Economic Fish Culture, South Renslogton, 
I have many table-cases filled with samples of oyster-shells, show¬ 
ing various points In the natural history, not only from this 
country, but also from far distant parts of the world. Among 
th. se, I think the most striking to an oyster cultnrlst will be 
Those from Australia. These are so like English natives that It 
requires some Judgment to know them apart. 

I hope to be able to give more Information about these won- 
derfnl varieties of oysters, and In the meantime shall b - oulj too 
pleased If any gentleman holding oyster layings In auy part of 
England, Scotland, Wales, or Ireland would send me living 
samples—about a (|ozeD sufflclent—lu order that I might be 
enabled to average them and put them In my catalogue. 

Tbns I trust In the course of this Winter I shall be able to 
make as perfect a list as possible of all varieties of British 
markeUble oysters, and be able to show not only their value when 
coming direct from their native beds, but also the possibility of 
plumping them up by transference to other localities, the water

We got on very well the first day, as 
It was ooole^ but after this we got Into the Gulf Stream; both 
the atr and the sea waa verj hot, the atmosphere 80 deg,, and 
the water to the sea 78 deg. It was during these five days we 
lost the most fish. We cleared the water every day by straining 
It through flannel; all thick and dirty water we threw away, and 
added some fresh water made by melting ice. The sixth day 
out we got Into cooler weather, and the fish commenced to do 
better. The temperature of the atmosphere dropped to 67 deg. 
We used very little Ice nnless to make fresh water with. We 
kept on like this until we reached Liverpool, after ten days pass¬ 
age. I now got fresh water and changed all the tanks. The Heh 
did not object In the least, but were quite, lively. It did not 
hurt them, changing the water from American to Brltlab. I got 
them conveyed to the railway sUtlon and placed on a truck. We 
arrfved In Stamford In dne conrae, and on counting the fish 1 
found we had 168. I left the Delaware with B60, so that I bad 
lost 98 flsb In twelve days. * 

‘To 1879 I went again, and started from America with 1,200 
black bass, and on arriving home I bad 819, having done better 
than I did on the previous occasion. All of the black bass were 
for the Marquis of Exeter, he having borne all the expense of the 
experiment. Most of the fish were placed In a lake belonging to 
his lordship, callsd Wbliewater, near Stamford. Not any of them 
have been caught yo^ but two of them were found dead In a 
pipe, where they had’got jammed. The pipe supplied a fliterer, 
aud they bad got In and could not get out again. From what I 
could learu they would be about half-a-pound each In weight, so 
that they had done very well. The first lot that were put In will 
be three years old In April, when they are expected to commence 
breeding.” * 


Sncceiisful Accliiuatlzatlon of Black Baan In England. 

Our readers being Interested In the success of the accllmatlza- 
lloo of the black bass In England, will peruse with Interest the 
following letter received by Mr. Frank Buckland, from Mr. Silk, 
fisb-cnlturist to the Marquis of Exeter, Burleigh House, Stam¬ 
ford ; “ All of the black bass that I brought from the Uolted 

States of America were taken from the Delaware river. I had 
them caught and placed In boxes, floating In the stream ready to 
be taMb away when wanted. On the day preceding the sailing 
of the steamer for England. 1 had them placed In the tanks I bad 
prepared for them by the river side. We got them to the train 
without any lone, .and on arriving In New York had them placed 
OD the main deck of the steamer ; It waa then 11 p. m., we lisv- 
iDg left the Delaware river at 3 p. m. Up to this time I had no 
loss; my greatest trouble was the high temperature It stood at 
78 dfg. all night. I kept the water as cool as possible with Ice, 
which I had placed on the ship before going for the fish. I 
staid by the tanks all night pumping air every few minutes, 
and keeping people from meddling with them. When daylight 
came I examined the tanks snd found five dead fish, which I re¬ 
moved at once. It was now 6 a. m., and the ship was to sail at 
6 a. m. I got some men to assist me In changing the water In 
the tanks. I bad one spare tank, which I filled flrat, then re- 
dneed the temperature from 75 deg.as It came out of the hydrant 
to 68 deg., then placed the base In It, and so on until I bad given 
them all fresh water. We sailed at 6 a. m. sharp. When we 
got ont to sea a few miles, I made arrangementa with two of the 
steerage passengers to assist me on the voyage. It was then 9 
s. m. I gave them both Instructions what 'to do, and saw that 
they understood thetr work. I had theo been twenty boors 
with the fish, and wanted a rest. After this I arrioged with my 
men to keep » atch two hours each, and to relieve each other at 
meal times. I always took four hours’ watch In the night, from 
13 nntll 4 a. m. I then roused one of the men and gave over the 
flsb In good order. If there were any dead I always took them 
out at once. I laid down on the hatchway In a mg, with orders 
to call me If anything went wrong. I made U a point never to 
go to my aaMn at night, In aasa my aaaWtant ahoald go to slasp, 


How Fish Find Their Own Rivers. 

The long-held and only recently-rejected theory, that the shoals 
of tlsbes moved In a vast mass along the coast, sending off detach¬ 
ments Into each river as they passed Its mouth, to to be attributed 
to John Gilpin and some other authors, who have written flow- 
Ingly on the subject. The recent carefnl Investigations of natu¬ 
ralists Indicate that the anadromous fishes, those euterlng the 
rlvere and bodies of fresh water from the sea, do not have an ex¬ 
tended range In the ocean, and that each river’s colony remains, 
after returning. In the deep waters opposite their river. 

The muUve for the movement of these shoals of anadromous 
fishes, or rather how It to Incited, bas scarcely been explained. 
The life of the fishes has always been a mystery. It to not a 
search for food, as they do not eat while In fresh water; the 
opening of hundreds of stomachs will fall to find food present. 
It to an easy disposal of the question ss to how each colony recog¬ 
nizes Its native river, to say thst It Is Instinctive; so 
It to alio, when the butchers’ horse recognizes the 
familiar gates; but we have some evidence as to what 
senses he uses. The fishes, probably, prompted by functional 
disturbances, from the tumid ovaries and apermaries, sre Incited 
to movement. The courses of the sea, unmarked as they are, 
are, within each colony’s limit, their habitual pathways. An un¬ 
erring capacity In the fish f'w fl'>-li"'r Us own river, may be no 
more than that which guides > - • • ■ .iilt-crab to the shell of the 
naliea. The latter goes to hide ii> sensitive body, with an appar¬ 
ent nervous trepidation at Its unprotected condition. The former, 
with an uneaaloess of body from the functional changes It is un¬ 
dergoing, la Impelled to activity. The trsnamltted habit of as¬ 
cending the stream. Is, as It were, blended and alloyed with the 
substance of the nerves, and aroused hy Its condition, carries It, 
without conscious purpose. Into the river of Its progenitors and 
Its own. The Impulses of the fish are only In a slightly more 
complicated series than those of the crab. That It should be the 
Instinct for a specific stream, established through Inheritance of 
many generations. Is easier to understand than that It to a sort ef 
memory of the place of Its Immature life, as the theory of llsh- 
cuUore makes It, and as observation seems to sustain. In the 
waters of the Delaware, where there were no salmon originally, 
the young salmon placed in Bushklll creek returned after live 
years, and were taken, not only In the Delaware river, bat the 
larger number In the neighborhood of Bushklll creek. 
It la not eseeutial that all the fishes should have 
this ImpeUlng Influence, whatever It ;may be, as like 
gregarious mammals and birds they flock together 
fuiioirlDg the leadership of whichever for the time takes 
It. The idea Is suggested that the aenssa may be the guiding 
agent, that a fish goes nosing along the coast, or tasting the 
streams, until It recognizes Its own.' The convexity of the cor¬ 
nea must afford the fishes a very limited range of vision. The 
supposed dullness of the sense of smell and of taste In fishes 
might alone dispose of thj saggestlon that these are employed. 
The following occurrence, however, would seem to decide to the 
contrary. The Russian river, emptying into the Pacific, north of 
San Francisco, had Its mouth entirely closed by the waves dur¬ 
ing a storm. The colony of salmon made their yearly migration 
from the deep waters toward the mouth of the river, and many 
of them raced through the surf, and landed high and dry on the 
sand that walled them out from their native river. 

The migration of the salmon Into some of the Pacific rivers to 
a frenzied advance over shoals, rapids, snd cascades, far Into 
thin streams and brooks, where they arrive battered and weary, 
to accomplish their exhaustive reproductive tobowt and drop 
back, the sport of the current, dead and dying, toward the sea. 
—Jambs W. Mu-Nsa, In Sarper't Magazine. ,
